The Sports Section of the Irish Tourist 
Association are assiduously pressing the 
claims of Irish waters upon English 
anglers, no doubt with some practical 
result : for the English fisherman will not 
stint expense on his favourite sport. 

Westmeath, in particular, is being 
boomed as an angling centre. Loughs 
Ennel and Owel, two of the loveliest of 
the local waters, hold large trout bearing 
a specially light silvery colour, said to be 
due to the limestone in the bed of those 
akes: and in many other of the lakes 
between the Boyne and the Shannon there 
may be had good baskets of brown trout 
of from 2lb. upwards. 

As a salmon and trout lake Lough Fern 
is highly extolled, although it is well to 
recall Mr. Stephen Gwynn’s caution that 
“it ought to be clearly understood that 
catching a salmon on a free water needs 
luck. If you get ten in a month on Lough 
Fern, you do well. But you might get 
three or four in a day; it is done by 
somebody every year. 

The best salmon river in the North of 
Ireland is probably the Lennon, which 
flows into and out of Lough Fern, while 
the trout-fisher finds splendid facilities in 
Donegal. The trout are admittedly on the 
small side, but what they lack in that 
direction is amply compensated for by 
numbers. Here. again, Mr. Gwynn 1s 
worth quoting: ‘‘ 1 once found myself on 
a lough in Donegal with five children, 
and the eldest caught a trout. Then | 
realised that peace was destroyed unless 
each of them, down to the youngest, 
caucht a trout also, Well, we accom- 


plished it.”

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Simple Stings. 


A friend tells me that she was recently 
stung by a most unusual 
place. She was eating a piece of jam 
sandwich, when suddenly she felt a sharp 
twinge of pain in her tongue, and dis 
covered to her sorrow that she had bitten 
a wasp. that had promptly stung her in 
retaliation. In a few moments her tongue 
had become swollen that it filled her 
mouth. and had it not been for the 
prompt attention of a doctor she might 
have suffocated. That an uncommon 
case. but at this time of the vear many 
people are stung by wasps, and it is help- 
ful to know that ordinary household 
ammonia dabbed on the affected area will 
act as a soothing agent. Great care 
should be taken to ensure that the sting 
is removed from the flesh: 1f a wasp 
leaves its weapon behind, the best way ‘o 
get it out is to draw the sharp edge of “ 
knife carefully over the flesh in a slant- 
ing direction. It is not wise to pick at

Cuckoo Clocks. 


Cuckoo clocks are not so popular to-day 
as they. were a generation or so back; 
but. nevertheless, Germany is preparing to 
celebrate this year the two-hundredth 
anniversary of their invention. The first 
cuckoo clock was made by one Franz 
Anton Ketterer, in Shoenwald, in 1730. 
The clock became popular very quickly, 
the appeal made by their quaintness and 
novelty being reinforced by their excellent 
time-keeping qualities and good workman. 
ship. 

The mechanism of the cuckoo clock is 
extremely ingenious. The thrust of a 
wire bends the body of the bird forward, 
the wings and tail are raised and. the 
beak opened. Simultaneously two small 
bellows are raised and lowered. The notes 
are produced by diminutive wooden organ- 
pipes, one tuned a fifth above the other 
to which the bellows are attached. Almost 
every home in the Black Forest has one 
of these clocks, and they are extremely 
common in all parts of the Continent, as 
they once were here. 


Great Cathedrals. 


There is every possibility that this wil 
be remembered in the future as an age 0 
great cathedrals. At present three 
cathedrals are either in process of erection 
or in active preparation. Two of these will 

be in Liverpoo! and 
the third in New 
York. The Cathedral 
of St. John the Divine

Roman Catholic cathedrals are to be 
‘second only to St. Peter's ’ in size, but 
which of them will gctually be second is 
still doubtful. Of the Liverpool cathedrals, 
the Roman Catholic building is designed 
by a Protestant, Sir E. Lutyens, and the 
Anglican by a Roman Catholic, the late 
Sir G. Scott.

Prairie Dogs. 


I was greatly amused by a marmot, or 
prairie dog, at the “ Zoo’’ recently. It 
had climbed the front of its cage and was 
clinging to the wire, looking, for all the 
world, like a bloated little alderman in 
a fur coat, the while it surveyed 
visitors with a liquorish eye, intent upon 
dainties. The expanse of fat, furry 
stomach was irrestible, and with my little 
finger I gently tickled the plump waist- 
coat. The effect was instantaneous. The 
little creature shrieked with indignation. 
as it rapidly lowered its rotund carcase 
to the bottom of the cage. I tickling the 
while. Terra firma reached, it sat up and 
scolded vigorously, until placated with a 
few peanuts. Upon its home prairies the 
good nature of the small rodent is shame- 
fully abused. Prairie owls and rattle- 
snakes find free board and lodging in its 
burrows. Coyotes stalk and devour it, 
while. on account of the danger to horses 
from its burrows, man persecutes it un- 
mercifully. It spite of all, the prairie 
dog continues to flourish, and it would be 
a lonely prairie, indeed. without a com- 
munity of these cheery little beasts.

In view of the recent complaints about 
the damage done to fishing, it may be of 
interest to relate that while on a visit to 
Clogher Head, Co, Louth, recentlv. I saw 
a seal swimming about one hundred vards 
from the shore. He swam gaily round for 
a long time, and was not in the least per- 
turbed when several boys got in for a dip 
not far from him. A local fisherman told 
me that seals were frequently seen on the 
coasts of Down and Louth. It seems that 
they breed on the inaccessible rocks which

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AN INDIAN PRINCE’S 
OPTIMISM. 
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From FREUTER $ CORRESPONDENT, 
PARIS, Friday. 

His Highness the Maharaja of Patiala, 
Chancellor of the Chamber of Princes, 
who will lead the Indian Princes’ Delega- 
tion at the Round Table Conference. in 
London, is now in Paris. 

Interviewed by Reuter's Special Corre- 
spondent, the Maharaja expressed opti- 
mistic views on the prospect of the forth- 
coming Conference, stating that. both 
British India and Indian India had a 
great opportunity of arriving at a mutual 
understanding and making their respective 
positions clear to His Majesty's Govern- 
ment. 

THE INDIA OF THE PRINCES. 

So far as thé India of the Princes was 
concerned, he said that, while the Indian 
States and their rulers sympathised with 
the British Indian desire for autonomy 
within the British Commonwealth, they 
would not consent to any weakening of 
the bond which united them in common 
lovalty to the King-Emperor. 

Manv of the rulers of the Indian States 
believed that some form of Federal scheme, 
in whieh the Indian States could play 
their part. offered, perhaps, the readiest 
road of advance towards the constitution 
of a greater’ India. with a status of 
equality with the King-Emperor’s other 
Dominions, and they would not be found 
backward in Tending their aid to the 
varions developments which such a scheme 
entailed.

A decreas in ocean freights and an 
increase in idle tonnage as compared with 
a year ago are noted in the United States 
Department of Commerce's half-yearly 
shipping review, quoted by Reuter’s New 
York Correspondent. 

“The returns for idle tonnage reveal a 
world-wide decline in the activity of 
shipping,’’ said the review, “ there being 
at the middle of this year 2,055,000“gToss 
tons more idle tonnage in the principal 
maritime countries of the world than: at 


the middle of 1929.. | : 


UNITED STATES AND GREAT 
BRITAIN. Bo 
“The total for the United States was 
less by 280,000 tons than in 1929, but this 
was the result largely of the disposal of 
Shipping Board vessels for dismantling -as 
privately-owned American tonnage in- 
creased during the same period. 
“Great Britain, with its preponderance 
c” the world’s shipping, naturally laid up 
the most tonnage, its increase amounting 


to 823.000 tons or 1.45 per cent. 
GERMAN TONNAGE. 


“Another feature ‘of these returns 
worthy of special note is the substantial 
amount of German tonnage laid up for 
the first time since the war. The available 
ficures cover only Hamburg, but these 
show a total of 214,900 gross tons. 

“ The. lack of alance between ships and 
cargoes is evidenced rather strikingly in 
the dépression in freights. Full-cargo 
rates. which are more or less indicative 
of the market in general, again has de- 
clined to new low. levels. The index 
numbers of these rates ‘compiled by the 
Transportation Division based on six 
representative commodities over twelve 
leading trade routes stood at 85 for the 
first quarter of this year as contrasted 
with 102 for the corresponding quarter of 
1921. and at 83 for the seeond quarter of 
this year. as compared with 98 for the 
corresponding quarter of 1929. Previously 
the lowest figure reached in the post-war 
vears was 89 for the second quarter of 
1926. 

SHIPBUILDING. 

There were 211.000 gross tons, or 7.5 
per cent. more shipping under construc- 
tion throughout the world on June 30th 
this year than a vear earlier. The largest 
gain was in the United States, where the 
amount of work in hand was more than 
double. ‘This gain is attributable to the 
stimulus of the Merchant Marine Act of 
1928. which increased’ loan facilities and 
provided a comprehensive schedule of 
higher rates for the carriage of ocean 
mails to foreign countries by American 
ships. : 

‘‘ Motor ships have continued to gain 
in favour with shipowners, and at the 
middle of the year there were 488,000 
cross tons more of this type of shipping 
under construction than at the middle of 
1929. Of the total steam and .motor 
shipping being built motor ships repre- 
sented 63 per cent. as compared with 50 
cent. in 1929.

“ What put the idea in)my head,” said 
Mr. Painting, in the course of an interview 
with our representative, “ was that Arklow 
was the foremost fishing centre in the 
country, with a tradition of seamanship, 
Arklow men being known in al! ports of 
the world, ahd the thought struck me that 
Arklow should be made the home of a 
marine navigation school or college, where 
the training of future sailors should be 
part of the school curriculim. I mentioned 
the matter at the prize distribution of the 
Technical School in Arklow last February, 
though at the time I did not. know that a 
Government inquiry held two or three 
years ago had recommended that Arklow 
and Galway should be made centres for the 
training of sailors. , 


GOVERNMENT HELP. 

‘ Evidently my suggestion caught the 
attention of the Ministry, and the Depart- 
ment of Education interested itself in the 
matter.

CONCLUDING DAY. 


The Doncaster yearling sales were con. 
cluded yesterday, and came to a satisfactory 
end, the morving’s lots realising 29,070 
guineas. The grand total for the week was 
183,715 uineas, compared with 288,705 
guineas last year. This drop, though big, 
should net be taken as a slump, As a 
momber of the firm of Tattersall told ‘our 
representative, the few yeurs previous, when 
big prices were realised, were boom years, 
and it is not the right perspective to take 
them as a guice. It was simply a case of 
returning to normal. 

The first to cause any interest was one 
of Mr. L, Ward’s tow. ‘This was a neatly- 
made Blandford colt, dam by Spearmint, for 
which Major Sneyd went to 820 guineas. 
Mayor Beatty took a Spion Kop filly, from 
Dormovse, at 660 guineas. In Mr. H. 38. 
Carroll's contingent was an attractive filly 
by Yutm or Stratford out of Canossa, which 
Mr <A. B. Holland bought for 450 guineas. 
The following lot was a colt by Tetratema 
ont of Argil, and Mr. P. W > Carr obtained 
possession at 1,500 guineas. 

When the Cloghran Stud batch came up 
Mr. M. Yasey bought a Prince Galahad colt 
from Canvey at 400 guineas, at which figure 
the Anglo-lIrish Bloodstock Agency took the 
Stratford colt out of Vesington Comet. 

There was more animation when Mr. E. 
Bellany's Ivish-bred yearlings were offered.

RHODES RETIRES. 


- 


CAREER OF THE FAMOUS 
ALL-ROUNDER. 

Yesterday marked the last appearance of 
Wilfred Rhodes in first class cricket. The 
famous Yorkshire all-rounder announced his 
retirement from the game some months ago 
when accepting a post as coach at Harrow 
choot. Thus ends a wonderful career, which 
has extended over 32 years, during which 
time Rhodes has scored nearly 40,000 runs, 
and taken about 4,200 wickets. He has been 
to Australia four times, and taken part in 41 
test matches against Australia, while, with 
Hobbs, he shares in a test match recerd for 
England s first wicket against Australia— 
3235 —at Melbourne in 1911-12, Curtously 
enough, Rhodes alse holds with R. E. Foster 
the last wicket record in this series of matches 
—130 at Sydney in 1903-04. 

Rhodes first earned fame in 1898 as a slow 
left-hand bowler, but developed his batting 
to such an extent that he rose from No. 11 
in the batting list to No. 1. He holds the 
vecord of having accomplished the “ cricke 
ter’s double of 1,000 runs and 100 wickets in 
a season sixteen times. and has 58 three- 
figure innings to his credit. 

Successive leaders of the Yorkshire eleven 
have often sought the advice of Rhodes on 
the field of play, and recognition of his great 
knowledge of the game came in 1926 when he 
was co-opted on the Test Match Selection 
{‘ommittee—an honour that was continued 
last season.

Yesterday Tilden was concerned in au un- 
fortunate inetdent, when he had an exchange 
of words with one of the officials. Instead 
of being ready to take the courts at the 
scheduled hour, Tildén was discovered sitting 
in the stand watching the Doeg-Hunter 
battle. When requested to change in order 
to take the courts, he refused till the Doeg 
match was over, and only changed his mind 
when told to change or default.

A box containing about half a hundred. 
weight of powder was taken charge of yester- 
dav afternoon by the police, who are in- 
vestigating The Potteries poisoned sweets 
mystery. The premises from which the 
powder was taken had been used for in- 
dustrial purposes. 

Samples of the powder were taken and 
analysed by Dr. Allan Wortherspoon, 
Medical Officer of Health, Stoke-on-Trent. 
Dr .Wortherspoon would not disclose the 
result of his examination. 

“I may be able to tell you something to- 
morrow.”’ he told a Press Association reporter 
last night. ‘‘ Most of the twenty-nine bottles 
of sweets which were still unaccounted for 
have been traced. Only about half a dozen 
are still outstanding, and, by to-morrow, we 
shall either have got all of them in or. at 
least, notified the peogle concerned. What 
we did was to notify first thine this morning 
the medical officers of the districts where 
the sweets were sent. 

“We have discovered that in some 
tricts, curiously enough, the sweets have 
entirely consumed without their being 
mishan. 

THE NEW BRIGHTON REPORT. 

“1 am douhtful about the New Brichton 
outbreak. There, you see, of twen!y-fow 
children who ate the sweets onlv nineteen 
were taken ill: aml, in other outbreaks, if 
one child was ill. all of them were. ' 

The Sc. Barnabas Heme children are ex 
pected to le well enough to attend school on 
\Mionday. The sweets were, given .to them bv 
Mr. Hugh Winstanley, of Knutsford, 
Cheshire. who is a member of the Committee 
of the Home. 

Mr. Winstanley took the sweets to the 
Home on Wednesday. He states that lie 
bought them at a refreshment room at Viver- 
pool, It was his custom to take sweets to 
the children. and the ones which he bought 
on Wednesday were botled and sugar-coated, 
All the children affected were girls, and thev 
were all taken ill within the 
quarter of an hour.

ANQUEST“ON’ BODY OF. 


MAJOR FAULKNER. 


STORY OF DEPRESSION 
ANIY ILLNESS, 


-“ 


The inquest was opened at Fulham yester- 
day on the body of Major G. Aubrey 
Faulkner, D.8.0., the South African cricketer, 
who was found dead on Wednesday at his 
cricketing school in Farm lane, Waltham 
Green, S.W. The verdict was “ Sticide 
while of unsound mind.” | 

Major. Faulkner, who was 48 years of age, 
was one of the best all-round cricketers South 
Africa has ever produced, and, in addition, 
was regarded as one of the most capable 
coaches. of the present time. He had played 
against both England and Australia in the 
Test matches. For some vears he had resided 
in this country. He first conducted his cricket 
coaching school at Richmond, but later re- 
moved to Walham Green. 

MILITARY SERVICE. 

The widow, Mm. Alice Faulkner, said that 
her husband was formerly a Major in the 
Worcestershire Regiment. At the time of 
his death he was managing director of the 
Faulkner School of Cricket, Farm road. He 
was a healthy man until last year, when he 
had an illness due to overwork, and two 
operations at the end of the year left: him 
very depressed. 

The Coroner (Mr. H. R. Oswald)—~Was he 
a highly-strung and nervous man?—Yes, He 
was very temperamental. 

Is it not rather unusual for @ good 
cricketer to be like that ’—Yes, very. When 
a man faces a crowd of people in: a cham- 
pionship match he must have very strong 
nerves, I should think. 

.. Was he alwavs temperamental ?. Yes. The 
operations left him in rather a morbid state 
of mind. He suffered from fits of depression. 

Did you ever hear of him threatening to 
take his life’~—Yes, I have heard him say 
that. 

More than once’ —Only once definitely. 

Did he ever indicate in what wav he would 
do it ?—Yes, in exactly the same way as he 
did do it—by gas. i 

When the Coroner mentioned Major 
Faulkner's financial position the widow said 
that, apart from his ill-health and depression 
consequent on the operation—from which he 
had never really recovered—and his tempera- 
mental nature, she did not think he was in 
any difficulties. He was very run down, and 
night have taken things too seriouslv, feeling 
rather worried, He had no personal debts. : 

COMPANY PROSPEROUS. 

At this point Mr. Teonard Hebhard. a 
solicitor representing the cricket school com.- 
pany, said that, as. far as they knew at the 
moment, everything seemed to be in erder. 
Mr. Hubbard added (hat Major Faulkner 
had taken sole responsibility feo the Corn - 
pany. The other directors had helped when 
legally necessary. Major Faulkner had. 
perhaps become depressed. This had heen 
added to by the close season coming on. 

Mr. Oswald—The company prosper- 
ing ?—Well, fairly. He had co-directors, Mr. 
Leveson-Gower and Colonel Philip Trevor. 
They are still directors 

Mrs. Faulkner said that 
husband alive on Tuesday assist 
ing him with his office work, and he seemed 
fairly well; She was attending tu some corre- 
spondence, and her husband went out about 
eleven o'clock in the morning. She did not, 
think anything about it. He just went out 
aud did not sav anything. She left the office 
about 12.20. Her husband generally came 
home about seven o'clock in ‘he evening, 
but whey he did not: return home for dinner 
she was. not specially alarmed, as he often 
came in late.
